1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
1-17-06' has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-20, 23, and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

-In the claims, the term "Hydro-fluorine solvent" should read "hydrofluoric acid". 
(i.e.-What constitutes being a "hydro-fluorine solvent"? This wording is 
unconventional.); 

-The wording used in the last 2 paragraphs of claim 1 is written in a very 
confusing manner, and should be reworded. (i.e.-This is especially in true in 
regards to the referral of a third surface of the first polysilicon layer. The third 
surface would seem to be part of the first surface of the first polysilicon layer. 
How can there be a third surface? How can the third surface be used in the 
removal of the first surface? How is the third surface formed during the 
patterning of the first surface, and the second surface?); 
-In line 2 of claim 20, the phrase "said third polysilicon" should read "and said 
third polysilicon".; and 
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-The wording used in line 5 of claim 39 is written in a very confusing manner, and 
should be reworded. (i.e.-The phrase "...said plurality of polysilicon films, said 
second polysilicon film and said first polysilicon..." is very confusing.) 

3. Claims 21-22, and 24-38 are allowed. 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims of record have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
